Dairying In Saskatchewan 


Figures Indicate Big Increasé of Dairy 
Products Over Last Year ~ 

Reports.of the creamery output of 
the province of Saskatchewan for the 
month of April received at the dairy 
branch, Regina, show a total of .697,- 
067 -pounds of hatter manufactured. 
This is an-inerease of approximately 
26 per cent. over the same month last 
year, when the output for the province 
was 558,230 pouncs. During the first 
four months of 1924 the creameries of
